The New Teſtament is appointed for 
the ſecond Leflons at Morning and E- 
vening Prayer, and ſhall be read over 
orderly every year thrice, beſides the 
Epiſtles and Goſpels; Except the Apo- 
calyps,out of which there are only cer- 
tain proper Leflons appointed upon 
divers Feaſts. 

And to know whit Lefſons ſhall be 
readevery day, look for the day of the

When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whets 
the man were a Galilean. And as ſoon as he knent® 
he belonged unto Herods juriſdiction, he ſent himtofs 
rod, who himſelf was alſo at Jeruſalem at that time. 
when Herod ſaw Jeſus, he waz exceeding glad;for hens 
deſirous to ſee him of a long ſeaſon, becauſe he had 
many things of him, and he hoped to have ſeen ſomei? 
racle done by him. Then he queſtioned with him ins! 
ny words; but he anſivered him nothing. And thed# 
prieſts and ſcribes ſtood && vehemently accuſed him 
Herod with his men of war ſet him at nought, & mow? 
.him, and arayed him in a gorgeous robe,and ſent hin; 
gain to Pilate. And the ſame day Pilate and Herod 6 
made friends together ; for before they were at en® 
between themſelves. And Pilate when he had calle® 
gether the chief prieſts, and the rulers, and the per 
ſaid unto them, Ye have brought this man unto me, 
thzt perverteth the pcople,and behold, l having exant 
him before you, have found no fault in this man tauar 
thoſe things whereof ye accuſe him : No, nor yet Hen 
for I ſent you tohim, and lo, nothing, worthy of at 
is done unto him. I will therefore chaſtiſe him, and 
leaſe. him. For of neceſſity he mult releaſe one untoli 
at the feaſt. And they cried out all at once, ſaying, | 
"_ this man, and releaſe unto us Barabbas: ( wiv 
a certain ſedition made in the city, and for mui 
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Thurfoay befoze Eaſter. 
Gras caft in priſon.) Pilate therefore willing to teleaſe 
eſs, ſpake again to them. .. But, they cried, ſaying, 
rucifle him, crucifie him. And hefaid unto them the 
hird time, Why, what evil hath he done.? I have found 
50 canſe of death in him : I will therefore chaſtifſe him, 
and let him go. And they were inſtant with loud VOICES, 
Fequiring that he might be crucified : And the 'voices of 
tem, and of the chief prieſts prevailed. And Pilate gave 
-ntence, that it ſhould be as they required: And he re- 
eaſed unto them, him that for ſedition and murder was 
aft into priſon, whom they had defired ; but he de- 
Tivered Jeſus to their will. And as they led him away; 
they laid hold upon one Simon a Cyrenian, coming 
out of the Countrey, and on him they laid the croſs, 
that he might bear it after Jeſiis. And there followed 
Dim a great company of people, and of women, 
Who alſo bewailed and-lamented him. But Jeſus turti- 
Mg unto them, ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep 
Not for me, but weep for your ſelves, and for your chil- 
ren. For behold, the days are coming, in which they 
thall ay, Bleſſed are the barren, and the wombs that ne- 
ver bare, and the paps which never gave ſuck. Then ſha'l 
they begin to ſay tothe mountains, Fall on us; and to the 
hills, Cover us. For if they do theſe things in a green tree, 
What ſhall be done in the dry ? And there were alſo two 
ather malefaCtorsled with him to be put to death. And 
when they were come to the place which is called Calva- 
Iy, there they crucified him ; and the malefafors, orie 
gn the right hand, and the other on the left. Then faiq 
[Eſus, Father, forgive therh, for they know not what they 
go. And they parted his raiment, and caſt lots. And the 
Jeople ſtood beholding ; and the rulers alſo with then 
&Erided him, ſaying, he faved others, let him fave him- 
If, if he be Chriſt the choſen of God. And the ſoufdiers 
lo mocked him, coming to him, and offering hith vine-" 
r, and ſaying, If thou be the king of the Jews, fave thy 
And a ſiperſcriptlon alſo was writtert oyer him int 
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letters of Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. And one of the malefattours 
which were hanged, . railed on. him, ſaying, If thou 
be Chriſt, fave thy ſelf and us. But the other anſwer. 
ing, rebuked him, faying, Doſt not thou fear God, ſee. 
ing thou, art in the ſame condemnation ? And we in- 
deed juſtly ; for we receive the due reward of our deeds, 
but this man hath done nothing amiſs. And he ſaid un. 
to Jeſus, Lord, remember me when thou comet into 
thy kingdom. And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Verily, I fay 
unto thee, To day. thou ſhalt be with me in paradiſe. 
And it was about the ſixth hour. And there was a dark- 
neſs over all the earth until the ninth hour. And the ſun 
was darkened, and the vail of the temple was rent in the 
midſt. And when Jeſiis had cried with a loud yoice, he 
ſaid, Father, into thy hands I commend my ſpirit : and 
having ſaid thus, he gave up the ghoſt. Now when 
the centurion ſaw what was done, he glorified God, 
ſaying, Certainly this was a righteous man. And all] . 
the people that came together to that ſight, beholding 
the things that were done, ſinote their breaſts, and r& 
turned. And all his acquaintance, and the women that 
followed him from Galilee, ſtood afar off, beholding 
theſe things.

Oraſmuch as all mortal men be ſubjeft to many ſudden perils, diſ- 
eaſes,and fichneſſes,and ever uncertain what time they ſhall depart 

out of thzs life ; therefore, to the intent they may be always in areadi- 
neſs to die whenſoever it ſhall pleaſe AlmightyGod to call them,the Cu- 
rates ſhall diligently from time to time (but eſpecially in the time of pe= 
ftilence, or other infeftious fichneſs ) exhort their Pari/hioners to the 
often receiving of the holy Communion of the Body and Bloud of our Sa- 
viour Chriſt,when it (hall be publichly adminiftred in the Church; that 
0 doing, they may in caſe of ſudden viſitation, have the hiſs cauſe to be 
diſquieted for lack of the ſame. But if the ſich perſon be not able to come 
to the Church, and yet zs deſirons to receive the Communion sn his 
houſe; then he muſt give timely notice to the Curate, ſignifying alſo 
how many there are to communicate with him (which (ball be three, or 
two at the leaſt ) and having a convenient place in the ſich mans hoaſe, 
with all things neceſſary ſo prepared, that the Curate may reverently 
miniſter, he (hall there celebrate the holy Communion, beginning with
